ures must be paid into the city treas- 
ury and the compensation of the judge 
depends entirely on the statutes In 
force 
This settles Hie case definitely ate far 
as the Supervisors are concerned and 
the outcome may probably be a law suit 
between the county and city, for accord- 
ing to a careful estimate already over 
$10,000 has been paid over to the city 
when there was no legal claim for tbe 
same.

A FIRE TOWER. 


: Chief 
Fair 
Has 
an 
Invention 


That Involves Little. 


Expense. 


Chief Fair wants a water tower for 


the lire department, but as one of these 
machines costs 18000 or $9000 he would 
probably be disappointed were M not 
for an invention of his own which he 
believes he can arrange for about $200 
and have a tower as handy and effica- 
cious as those now In use. 


The Chief's Idea is to attach his in- 


vention to the extension ladder on one 
of the hook and ladder .trucks, truck 
No. 1 probably. Little Change In the 
tru-ck will be necessary beyoaid the 
extra bracing which will have to ba 
applied to sustain the force of the water 
At the top of the ladder will be a piece 
of iron pipe three or four feet In length. 
This will be stationary. At its summit 
will be a large double ball joint to which 
the nozzle will 'be attached. The joint 
or coczte will 'be detachable so that 
when not In use aa a flre tower the lad- 
der can be used aa originally intended. 
To the lower end of the pipe the hose 
wHl be attached when wanted and at 
the end of the hose will be a "Siamese" 
so that four enginea can pump water for 
the tower at once. Th* stream will be 
directed by a rod reaching from the 
nozzle 'to the ground. 


The work of rigging the truck has not 
yet been commenced, but the Chief ex- 
pects to begin soon and think* every- 
thing will be completed within two or 
three weeks.

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Mankind once had an extra eya in 


the back of the head. Scientists say 
that they can still flnd traces of this 
eye in a certain Irregular formation of 
the skull at the point whore the ancient 
K _ 


eye socket used to be. These Irregular 
"" f 


places are called rudimentary eyes, but 
they arc not to be found In all people. 
In fact a man who can boast of a ruiH*" 
mentary eye is quite a superior person. 
Of course these rudimentary eyes are 
of no real use to anybody, not even to 
the owner of them, but they serve to 
show us that at a certain stage in our 
career nature nhought It was a wise 
thing to enable us to keep a watch In 
the rear. 


This was certainly a -very wise pro- 
vision, for in the primitive condition 
of mankind our ancestors were not 
only very treacherous and cruel •but they 
were surrounded by all kinds of danger- 
ous wtld beasts, very monstrous and 
horrible to behold, and with names still 
more monstrous and horrible to hear. 
Of course it must be borne In mind 
that neither the antedeluvlan animals 
nor the "members of the human race 
who existed in that time are responsi- 
ble for these names. They were In- 
vented by scientific gentlemen for the 
purpose of preventing any one but 
themselves from mentioning the ani- 
mals familiarly. No one but a scientific 
person can pronounce those names cor- 
rectly. 


It would be a very bold thing to ques- 


tion the wisdom of nature in depriving 
us of this rear eye, but it does seem as 
if it would have been Just as well to let 
It remain. There are thousands of ways 
In which it could be mads useful. For 
example, ladles on the street would not 
be obliged to turn around In order to 
study the dress of another lady who 
has jim passed. 
, 


A foreign arm of opticians have very 
considerably endeavored to supply, as 
far as may be done by mechanical 
means, the loss of this rear-view eye. 
They have constructed a telescope 
which enables the user to look around a 
corner. By its means you may see and 
remain unseen, a circumstance which 
poseessee obvious advanitfigesi They 
call the Invention the stereo-telescope. 
Stereo comes from a Greek word mean- 
ing solid, and in this connection it is 
used as Indicating that the image as 
seen through the stereo-teteHCope seems 
an exact counterpart of the object, and 
not a mere picture of It. 
The general scheme of this new trie- Le»,v» 
scope may be easily understood by a 
glance at the accompanying Illustra- 
tion. The two tubes that extend hori- 
zontally carry an object glass In either 
end. The eye-pieces are placed on an 
axis at right angles to that of the objec- 
tive or long tubes. When the observer 
looks through, the small peepholes he 
sees a different field with each eye. The 
rays of light from the objects that lie in 
the fl>ld of vision are reflected by means 
of prisms so that they turn the corner 
of the right angle. Tbus you may leis- 
urely study an object while under cover, 
the head being in such a position as not 
to admit of Its being seen. When the 
tubes are thus extended the observer 
may stand behind a tree or a wall and 
reconnoitre from Ms concealed position. 
There are also other points In favor of 
the Instrument. The field of vision Is 
enormously extended. You may study 
objects at opposite points of the compass 
with no more trouble than the winking 
of your eye. The stereo-telescope may 
be folded up, in which position, being 
held with the tubes upward, It enables 
the observer to look above an, object 
obstructing: hla view, such as a hedge, 
wall or crowd of people.

Where the Beans Come Prom. 


(Washington Evening Star.) 


Probably three-fourths of the lima 


beans consumed In this country are 
grown In California, and a great pro- 
portion of them are raised In the Santa 
Clara valley. The climate and surround- 
ings there are especially suited to the 
raising of these, for It Is so dry that the 
beans can grow right on the ground, 
thus saving the expense of poles and of 
propping the vines up in any way. Tou 
donU flnd over one bad or imperfect 
bean in a bushel. The result Is that It 
coats so little to grow them that they 
can in turn be sold cheap. You can buy 
them in the markets and stores here 
at retail at four and five cents per 
pound. Out In California the growers 
are glad to get one cent per pound for 
them—shelled 
and dried.

Of course such an invention would 
revolutionize ail present methods of con- 
verting carbon Into electric force. One 
point needs further elucidation. That 
Is the comparative cost »f making this 
conversion. It is known that chemicals 
are em-ployed to convert the carbon. 
Arc these agents cheap, or are they so 
expensive as to greatly lessen the value 
of the discovery?

is at our doors. The old Hellenic games 
have been revived at 
Athens. Thc 


young athletes who have gone over from 
this country have won a large propor- 
tion of the 
games. The Nineteenth 


Century athlete in this country is gener- 
ally a college man who has taken his 
physical training In connection with his 
classical or acientiflo studies. In the 
olden time the Greek athlete only met 
the men of his own race. He would not 
even compete with the Roman. But 
now the Olympic games, 
reorganized, 


are for the athletes of the world. These 
are the 
changes 
which time ha« 


wrought. The ancient stadium had 
steals for 40,000 men. Allan Marquard, 
in an atlcle In the Century Magazine 
gives this account of the ancient Ore- 
clan g-ame«; 


"For many years the contests consist- 


ed only oC foot races, until'In 708 :B. C. 
wrestling and the pentathlon were In- 
troduced; in 6SS B. C. boxing-; four-Jiorse 
chariot race In 680 B. C.; foot races and 
wrestling for boys. 632 B. C.; the penta- 
thlon and boxing for boys in 628 and 616 
B. C., respectively; warriors' race tn war 
accoutrements, 620 B. C.; various horue 
a-nd mule races down U> 408 B. C., and 
mounted colts, 258 B. C. Musical con- 
testa were Introduced by Nero A. D. 63. 
The Olympic festival was celebrated un- 
tU A. D. 3»4, when under Theodostus U 
was a'bolished.

A foreign ilrm of opticians have very 
considerably endeavored to supply, aa 
far as may be done by mechanical 
means, the loss of this rear-view eye. 
They have constructed a telescope 
which enables the user to look around a 
corner. By its means you may see and 
remain unseen, a. circumstance -which 
possesses obvious advantages. They 
call the invention the stereo-telescope. 
Stereo comes from a Greek word mean- 
ing solid, and in this connection it is 
usf>d as indicating that the image as 
seen through the stereo-telescope seems 
an exact counterpart of the object, and 
not a mere picture of It. 


The general scheme of this new tele- 
scope rrniy be easily understood by 
glance at the accompanying: illustrt, 
tlon. The two tubes -that extend hor 
zontally carry an object glass in elthc 
end. The eye-pieces arc placed on a 
axis at right angles to that of the objec 
tlve or long tubes. When the observe 
looks through the small peepholes h 
sees a different field with each eye. Th 
rays of light from the objects that lie i 
the Held of vision are reflected by mean, 
of prisms so that they turn the corne 
of the right angle. Thus you may leis 
urcly study an object while under cove 
the head being In such a position as no 
to admit of Its being seen. When th 
tubes are thus extended the observe 
may stand behind a tree or a wall an 
reconnoitre from his concealed position 
There are also other point*) in favor o 
the instrument. The field of vision 
enormously extended. You may stud 
objects at opposite points of the compas 
with no more trouble than the winkin 
of your eye. The stereo-telescope m» 
be folded up, in which position, bein 
hold with the tubes upward, it enable 
the observer to look above an objec 
obstructing his view, such as a hedgi 
wall or crowd of people. 


The stereo-telescope should be usefu 
Instrument in the hands of a spy or 
sharpshooter.

Where the Beans Come From. 


(Washington Evening Star.) 


Probably three-fourths of the lima 


beans consumed In this country ara 
grown in California, and a great pro 
portion of them are ralsed-in the Santa 
Clara valley. The climate and surround 
Jngs there are especially suited to th 
raising of these, for it Is so dry that th 
beans can grow right on the ground 
thus saving the expense of poles and o 
propping the vines up In any way. Tou 
don't flnd over one bad or dmperfec 
bean in a bushel. The result Is that i 
cosits so little to grow them that they 
can in turn be sold cheap. Tou can buy 
them In the markets and stores here 
at retail at four and five cents per 
pound. Out In California the growers 
are glad to get one cent per pound for 
them—shelled 
and dried. 
One farm 
shipped seventeen carloads of these 
beans last season. As a body and brain 
food, the lima is much more valuable 
than the ordinary white or black bean

When Greek Meets ttio Other Greek. 


It would seem that the modem Greek 


Is at our doors. The old Hellenic games 
have been 
revived at 
Athens. The 


young athletes who have gone over from 
this country have won a large propor- 
tion or the. games. The 
Nineteenth 


Century athlete in this country Is gener- 
ally a college man who has taken his 
physical training in connection with his 
classical or scieiHlllc studies. In the 
olden time the Greek athlete only met 
the men of his own race. He would not 
even compete with the Roman. But 
now the Olympic games, reorganized, 
are for'the athletes of the world. These 
are thc changes 
which time has 


r/rought. The ancient stadium had 
seats for 40.000 men. Allan Marquard, 
In an atlcle In the Century Magazine 
gives this account of the ancient Gre- 
cian games: 


"For many years the contests consist- 


ed only ot foot races, until in 70S.B. C. 
wrestling and the pentathlon •were In- 
troduced; in 6SS B. C. boxing; four-horss 
chariot lace In 6SO B. C.; foot races and 
wrestling for boys, 632 B. C.; thc penta- 
thlon and boxing for boys in 628 and 616 
B. C., respectively; warriors' race tn •war 
accoutrements, 520 B. C.; various horse 
and mule races down to 40S B. C., and 
mounted colts, 236 B. C. Musical con- 
tests were inlroduced by Nero A. D. 63. 
The Olympic festival was celebrated un- 
til A. D. S'Jt, when under Theodosius It 
was abolished. 


The pancratium was a combination of 


wrestling nnd boxing. It was something 
like the London 
prize-ring 
fighting 


rules, only more so, for you kept the 
light when a fellow was down. It ap- 
pears. The game was less brutal than 
the boxing matches, in which the hands 
were bound with ox hide, and later 
were equipped with knobs of metal." 


The pantathlon embraced five games, 


viz: running, lumping, dice throwing,! 
(weight putting), spear throwing and] 
wrestling. 


Four of these games an? now prac- 


ticed by American athletes, besides 
some that were never known in Greece. 
In -the four games the boys of this coun- 
try have won brilliant victories. In, the 
long running race the Greeks were 
ahead. If the American athletes could 
play just one game of football In the 
stadium wkh all the "puntings" and 
"touch-downf." it might give to that 
game thc classic finish which might In- 
duce the Grecian athletes to take it to 
fhcir hearts.
